301. Environmental Systems Research Institute “ESRI” User Conference Closing
Event. Presenter: Michele Cole, ESRI Head of Events Marketing

Requesting a waiver to the Summer Moratorium to use a portion of the Central Mesa
in Balboa Park to host the ESRI User Conference Closing Event on June 30, 2016 from
5:00 p.m.-10:00 p.m. Approximately 10,000 guests will be transported to Balboa Park
by motor coach from the San Diego Convention Center. Loading and unloading of
coaches to take place on Park Blvd. with the assistance of Special Event Traffic
Controllers. Contracts are being pursued with the San Diego Museum of Art, The San
Diego Natural History Museum, the Prado Restaurant, Reuben H. Fleet Science Center,
Museum of Photographic Arts, Model Railroad Museum and the San Diego History
Center.

Requested park areas include use of: El Prado; Botanical Building Lawns- East and
West; Bea Evenson Fountain Area; Cascades Area; Casa de Prado Patio “B” in addition
to (21) parking stalls in the Casa de Balboa Parking lot; (3) parking stalls in the
Botanical Building parking lot; and (3) parking stalls in Pepper Grove North Parking
Lot for event support.

Staff Recommendation: To request that the Park and Recreation Director extend a
waiver to the Summer Moratorium to the ESRI User Conference Closing Event in 2016.
The event has been held successfully in 2011 — 2014.

Requesting use of Golden Hill Park on Saturday, September 10, 2016 from 12:00 P.M.
